Prosecuting Attorney Williams
and Assistant Say They Are

Heady if Police Will Act.

LITTLE EVIDENCE IS DEMANDED

Three Defendants Arrested in
IJaid Are Allowed to Go on

the Payment of Court
Costs.

Prosecuting Attorney Williams lays he
standB ready and willing to prosecute all
gambling cases, and Assistant Pro ecuting
Attorney Dalton declares he will issue tho
warrants whenever arrests are made.

I Vegard the Court of Criminal Correc-
tion as the proper place for gambling cases
to bo tried," said Prosecuting Attorney
Williams In discussing the gambling ell of
St. Louis.

Tliib is not the case. I wish the police
to understand that I am willing to aid them
in the piosecut.on ol gambling cases, and I
shall issue warruitM whenever I feel that
enough evidence, which I believe should
not be hard to obtain if they work proud-
ly. Is given to me."
